THIS is part of the price we pay for our system Of government and, 
despite admitted evils, many believe It not too high. dl»eouraglng 
things about the present period are, flnrt, that demagoguery has in- 
creased in volume; second, It has diminished In quality; third, evidence 
that the most blatant demagoguery pays In politics has p^led higher 
Jian ever before 
Competent and detached observers of the Wash- 


ington scene would find It hard to dispute these facts. It Is ardently 
to be hoped that as President Truman and Governor Dewey start west 
their utterances will lift the contest to a level that will not affront the 
intelligence nor 'degrade the high office they seek. Mr. Dewey has 
done no oratorical campaigning and therefore cannot be justly charged 
—as yet—with such unsavory political strategy, though there has Been 
a certain tendency In that direction upon the part of one or t»o not 
greatlr responsible persons on his side. 


UNFORTUNATELY, this Is not true of the Democrat*. Perhaps K 
was Inevitable that, based on the Roosevelt lines, their campaign ithould 
be on a low plane, as no presidential candidate ever more calculatlngly 
exploited the Ignorance and passions of the unreasoning than Mr. 
Truman's predecessor. Nevertheless, the spectacle of the President 
of the United States going the shameful limit (even II only as an imi- 
tator) In the effort to sway special groups of voters, regardles* of how 
great the misrepresentations Involved or what the effect upon the 
country as a whole—Is really dismaying. The antics and speeches) 
of the Inflamed and speeches of the inflamed and unbalanced Mr. 
Wallace and his Communistic third party, though disgusting, may T» 
dismissed as unimportant. But, so far as revealed, the character of 
the campaign made by—and for—Mr. Truman cannot be so dismissed. 
It Is easy—and truthful—to say he is simply, if ineptly, following Mr. 
Roosevelt, but that does not excuse it. 


FOR one thing, Mr. Truman Is not the natural and highly skilled dema- 
gogue Mr. Roosevelt was. Nothing excuses it—not even Its failure. 
Actually, Mr. Truman already has gone such lengths in his struggle 
for the backing of organized labor on the one hand and the Negroes 
in the big Northern cities on the other as to merit almost unanimous 
rebuke from the independent press of the country. The contention of 
those who believe the "Truman tactics stupid as well as bad is that he 
might have won this fight If he had just been himself. Instead he has 
been persuaded by the cheap little politicians around him that the 
only way he can be elected is by corralling the labor union and Negro 
votes, in the way and to the degree that Mr. Roosevelt did. Only by 
traveling that road, he has been told, can he gain the support of the 
"Roosevelt element," as represented by his widow, his sons, his daugh- 
ter and the more conspicuous New Deal ex-jobholders, none of:whom 
are very potent politically. 


THESE allegedly smart advisers have overlooked three Important 
things.—first, that lacking his congenital demagogic talents, Mr.'Tru- 
man cannot perform along the Indicated lines as convincingly or ef- 
fectively as did Mr. Roosevelt; second, that that old Roosevelt game 
of both ends against the middle has been played out. 
It is no longer 


possible to reassemble what was called the "Roosevelt combination 
Even Mr. Roosevelt could not do it now. Third, it Isn't necessary for 
Mr. Truman to placate the "Roosevelt element" as. the "Roosevelt ele- 
ment" as above described has no choice except to give him luke-warm 
support, which Is all they are giving him anyhow.

man appears to have taken the advice of his poorest advisers. 


AT ANY rate, along with blanket denunciation of the Republican 
Congress, so far his campaign has been largely a transparent appeal to 
these two groups—organized labor and the Negroes.

The 1947 .record represents a 
gain of one year over 1944, a gain 
of six years in the past decade, and 
of more than 10 years in the past 
two decades. Since 1911-1412, when 
the. average length of life was 46.6 
years, practically 20 years have 
been added to the life expectancy 
of the group.

Average Length 


Of Life Reaches 


New Ail-Time High 


NEW YORK, N. Y.. Sept. 20—The 


average- length of life of American 
wage-earners 
and their 
families 


readied an all-time high of 6616 
years in 1947, according to Dr. 


I. Dublin, second vice-presi- 


dent and statistician of the Metro- 
3olitan"" Life Insurance Comanpy. 
This figure is for the company's in- 
dustrial policyholders who consti- 
tute a large cross-section of the 
entire industrial population. 


The 1947 .record represents a 


gain of one year over 1946, a gain 
of six years in the past decade, and 
of more ihan 10 years In the past 
two decades. Since 1911-1912, when 
the. average length of life was 46.6 
years, practically 20 years have 
been added to the life expeclancy 
of the group. 


Reasons Given 


The progressive improvement In 


longevity is attributed largely to 
the advances In medical science, 
especially the widespread use of 
the sulfa drugs and penciciUin, and 
progress in surgery and obstetrics, 
"and to the achievements in sanitary 
science and public health educa- 
tion. Also Konsidered an important 
factor in bringing about the im- 
provement are the benefits which 
the American wage-earners and 
their families have received from 
Ihe long-term rise in Uieir standard 
of living. 


"The gap in longevity which ex- 


isled between the industrial popu- 
lation and [he population as a 
whole has been closed," Dr. Dublin 
comments. "In 1911-1912, the earli- 
est period for which such compari 
son is possible, the average length 
of life was almost 6!£ years less 
for the industrial population;toda> 
(he experience among wage-earn- 
ers and their families is on a par 


1 with that for (he general popula- 
tion."

SPRAY FOR BLIGHT AS LONG 


AS DANGER LASTS 


Continue "spraying, tomatoes -for 


control of late blight as long as 
danger of infection exists or if the 
tomatoes already have blight. The 
need may last until near the end 
of harvest. 


Where tomato fields or plants 


in the garden show no late blight 
or only small amounts, spray at 
least every ten days with bordeoux 
or fixed copper. 


Where late blight Is severe, ap- 


ply 8-4-100 bordeaux or fixed cop- 
per. Double spraying and spraying 
twice as often, about every five 
days, Is advisable until the blight 
is checked. Then spray every ten 
days. 


If bordeaux is used and the 


blight is not severe, use 6-3-100 (6 
pounds bluestone, 3 pounds fresh 
spray lime, and 100 gallons of 
water). If tlie blight is severe, use 
8-4-100 bordeaux. 


For spraying with fixed copper. 


use 2 pounds metalic or actual cop- 
per in each 100 gallons of waier. 
For gardens use two-thirds of an 
ounce (about three leve) . table- 
spoons) of 50 per cent metallic cop- 
per in each gallon of water. 


Growers not equipped to spray 


may gel partial control by applying 
a dust containing 7 per cent metal- 
lic copper (made with a fixed cop- 
per and containing no lime) at in- 
tervals of seven days or less.
